For Draft of CL Constitution 


Nathan Hale Branch, St. Paul, Minn: 
We endorse the proposed constitution with 
the following amendments: (1) That instead 
of three branches being required to set up a 
delegates’ body of the Y.C.L., we propose that 
only two branches be required.

At the time of this, our Eighth National Convention 
the possibilities of building our League are without doubt 
greater than ever before. The enthusiasm and the partici- 
pation on the part of the League membership in the prepa- 
ration for this Convention are unequalled. Without doubt 


the League has become ‘part and 
parcel of America’s youth, par- 
ticipating in the great mass move- 
ment. 


Especially with these possibilities 
in mind it is neccessary that the 
convention of the League search out 
the weakest points à our work and 
find the key to a more rapid growth 
and increase in our influence among 
the youth. An examination of the 
work of the YCL will indicate that 
this weakest point lies in the slow- 
ness of the reconstruction and 
growth of the league itself, that this 
growth lags behind the great in- 
fluence and prestige of the League. 
Proof of this fact can be found in 
the uneveness of the reconstruction 
of the League which is yet confined 
largely to New York where we have 
the bulk of the League member- 
ship, and in the numerous examples 
of tendencies towards liquidation of 
the League in various places. 

This is a sharp contrast to the 
considerable successes in mass work 
of the League which s reflected in 
the great movements of collabora- 
tion of youth organizations around 
such issues as peace, and the Amer- 
ican Youth Act. Therefore it is im-

ready-made stereotyped notions, but 
rather with the greatest flexibility 
and broadest approach to the prob- 
lems of every locality, we should 
boldly tackle this problem. The 
initiative and activity of the local 
organizations of the League should 
be the starting point, with the 
object of creating a League of 4 new 
type, a League whose doors are open 
to all the youth ready to work with 
us, a League which will educate its 
members and the youth in the spirit 
of struggle against Fascism and war, 
and in the spirit f Marxism and 
Leninism.

A ‘Neutrality’ Bill 
To Aid Fascists 


The revised “neutrality” bill, being 
steamrollered through Congress, has a new, 
hidden weapon for General Franco and all 
other fascists who may wish to assault de- 
mocracy through civil or any other type of 
war. 

The new provision declares that in col- 
lection of funds for Spain, or any other 
people defending democracy against the 
fascist war aggressors, shall be made sub- 
ject to the approval of the President and 
under such rules and regulations as he shal! 
prescribe.” 

This virtual destruction of the right-of 
the American people to collect aid for de- 
fenders of democracy, by making it a mat- 
ter of “presidential discretion,” comes at a 
moment when the fascists are committing 
their most barbarious atrocities against the 
Catholic people of the Basque region. If 
the American people should desire to rush 
aid to the Basque Catholics and other loyal- 
ists, to help the wounded and starving 
women and children, they would be stopped 
by the provisions of the “neutrality” bill. 


Chairman Key Pittman af the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee let the cat out 
of the bag when he admitted that American 
friends of democracy would not be permit- 

‘ted, under the provisions of the bill, to col- 
lect funds; but that if any funds were col- 
lected they must go through the “impar- 
tial” Red Cross. The “impartiality” of the 
International Red Cross was fully exposed 
by the Spanish government. The Madrid 
government officially proved that not a 
single medical station has been established 
in democratic Spain by the International 
Red Cross; and that Red Cross agents were 
generally spies of Franco or “Scarlet Pim- 
pernels,” aiding fascists and aristocrats to 
escape from prisons. 

The American people should do all they 
can to vitiate this pro-fascist provision of 
the “neutrality” measure and take all steps 
to give assistance to Spain in the reali- 
zation that a defense of Spanish democracy 
is a defense of world peace.

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Survey Shows the Rich 
Hog Hospital Facilities 
There is no lack of hospitals in the New 
Vork City area. Nor lack of beds. There is 
a lack of the proper distribution of the hos- 
pital facilities that exist—too many beds for 
the rich, not enough for the poor. 
This is the most important fact revealed 
by a two-year hospital survey just completed 


under the auspices of the United Hospital 
Funds. , 


In other words, class lines dictate the 
character and extent of hospital facilities. 
And undoubtedly, what is true of New York 
is true of other parts of the country as well. 

Among the other facts brought out by the 
survey are: 

That in 1934 there were an average of 
3,500 private and semi-private beds at all 
times unoccupied. 

That if two-thirds of these beds had 
been available for city patients, the mu- 
nicipal hospitals would have run at 80 per 
cent capacity (85 per cent is regarded as 
the safe maximum), instead of at 97.7 per 
cent capacity. 

That there are only 670 visiting nurses 
giving bedside care to the sick in the en- 
tire city of New York. 

The chief recommendation of the survey 
is that a permanent planning group be es- 
tablished to coordinate the activities of all 
hospitals, dispensaries and similar institu- 
tions. This would make possible a proper 
distribution of facilities to prevent over- 
crowding of city hospitals and ensure proper 
care for the poor. 

Another significant recommendation is 
that all work by non-professional personnel 
be paid “at rates corresponding to those paid 
by non-philanthropic establishments in the 
same community.” (Brooklyn Jewish Hos- 
pital, please notice.) 

Mayor LaGuardia has pledged to work to 
put into effect the survey’s recommenda- 
tions. This is a good start. We urge that 
he seek the cooperation of representatives 
of hospital workers’ unions and of other pro- 
gressive organizations in order to convert 
these proposals into reality as speedily as 
possible. 


Red Letter Day 
For Rubber Workers 


„ April 28 will long be a red letter day for 
the rubber workers. 

In the years to come, it will commemorate 
what took place on April 28, 1987. Those 
were no small events which occurred in Ak- 
ron on this past Wednesday. 

First, the Firestone Rubber Company 
surrendered to the United Rubber Work- 
ers of America. 

The company signed a contract on the dot- 
ted line, recognizing the United Rubber 
Workers. It agreed, further, to the 36-hour 
standard work week, with an emergency 24- 
hour week for eight weeks before layoffs can 
be put into effect. 

They stood together for two months, these 
Firestone rubber workers, 10,000 strong. 
That solidarity overcame all obstacles. It 
brought victory. 

Second, the Goodyear and Goodrich 
Companies, in the e city of Akron, an- 
nounced that they would hereafter not aid 
their company unions financially 

This is a moral blow to the stooges and 
stool pigeons who have connived with the 
company in these company unions. If they 
are to try to undermine the United Rubber 
Workers, the companies will have to discover 
more devious ways for their trickery. A 
number of big corporations have already set 
their hands to just this thing. Witness the 
fake “independent unions” in Flint and other 
places. Witness, also, on this same Wednes- 
day the plea of President P. W. Litchfield of 
the Goodyear Company for a curb on union- 
ism through the extension of the Railway 
Labor Act to all workers. 

The solar-plexus blow to the company 
unions in Akron is, nonetheless, another big 
feather in the hats of the union rubber work- 
ers. We congratulate them.on their fine 
progress. We rejoice in their solidarity, 
which will overcome all obstacles. - 

What is equally important: They have 
won for other workers, also. In Akron at 
this moment, five- and ten-cent store sales- 
girls, other store clerks, bakery workers, bus 
drivers and street-car men are also striking 
for improved conditions. Members of craft 
unions can take that to heart.
